WASHINGTON—Further 
revi- 


sion of tho tax laws, with a reduc- 
tion of the maximum income sur- 
tax rates to 20 or 25 per cent and 
adjustment of the rates on business 
profits and estates, is suggested by 
Secty. Mellon in his first annual 
report, transmitted today to con- 
gress. 
The secretary 
also 
announces 


that the treasury's policy -with re- 
spect to deferment of tha soldiers' 
bonus is unchanged 
and urges 


prompt funding of the $10,000,000,- 
000 of foreign loans as "one of the 
outstanding- needs of the present 
economic situation. 


Sir. Mellon also informs congress 


that the maturity within the next 
IS months of 56,750,0-00,000 of the 
short dated debt "makes it imper- 
ative that the government pursue 
a policy of the utmost economy 
and avoid new undertakings that 
would throw additional burdens on 
tho treasury and embarrass the 
iunding- operations'1 with respect to 
the floating debt. 


Revenue revision is the subject 


upon whiciijfthe secretary lays the 
most str/v^ He suys the changes 
in the tax law voted by congress 
last month, "gave substantial re- 
lief to business and industry, and 
restored in some measure the f*4e- 
dom of business transactions, but 
our system of taxation 
still re- 


quires careful consideration. 
He 


then says that if the loss of reve- 
nue resulting from the reductions 
in surtax and other rates suggested 
cannot be made up by "rigid econ- 
omy in expenditures" it can be met 
"either by placing a tax on certain 
specific articles, or by. a low rate 
general tax on a broad class of ar- 
ticles or transactions.'' 


"It is of vital importance," Mr. 


Mellon declares, "that adjustment 
be made in our scheme of taxation 
whereby the burden will not fall 
unduly, either directly or indirect- 
ly, upon any particular cla-,-,, and 
at the same time will not seriously 
interfere with productive- industry 
and the general prosperity of the 
country. 


"It would not seem either wise or 


necessary to change from our pres- 
ent system of taxation to new and 
untried plans. 
By retaining the 


income tax with reasonable surtax 
rates, which in peace times ulti- 
mately should not rise abo%-e 10 per 
cent, tax payers would still be re- 
quired to contribute in proportion 
to their ability to pay; while by 
playing a certain amount of tax on 
specific articles, or transactions, a 
low rate that they could readily be 
Viorne without injury, the income 
lax could be materially simplified, 
•the tax laws could be more readily 
r.dministered and at the same time 
tho needed revenues would be rais- 
ed without the evil effects now re- 
sulting from the present excessive 
rates of taxation.'1

10 years Canada had elected a par- 
liament with a majority favoring 
reciprocity with the U. S. 


In the new house of commons W. 


L. Mackenzie-King, 
liberal, 
will 


have a clear majority over all par- 
ties. 
He will thus become prime 


minister. 
The progressives, also 


favoring reciprocity and a low tar- 
iff, will rank second and the high 
tariff party headed by 
Premier 


Meighen, third. 


Mr. Meighen himself was_ defeat- 


ed in Portage La Prairie, lian., his 
home district. 


The fall of the Meighen govern- 


ment with its high tariff platform 
was as spectacular as tha defeat 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's liberal ad- 
ministration in 1911 on its policy 
of reciprocity with the U. S. 


The new progressive party, led 


by T. A. Crerar of Manitoba, swept 
the western provinces but captured 
comparatively few divisions of the 
east. This group, originally made 
up of farmers, stands for tariff re- 
vision downward even more drastic 
than tiHe 
liberals 
propose. 
Its 


members are in sympathy with the 
reciprocity movement. 


William L, Mackenzie-King, who 


will be' the next premier, is a grand- 
son of William L. , Mackenzie, a 
leader in the struggle for responsi- 
ble government in Canada. 
He is 


47 years of age. He holds post- 
graduate degrees from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Harvard. 


He was minister of labor for 


Canada for eight years In the Lau- 
rier government.

EVANS FROWNS ON FOUL 


Preparations era going forward 


in all parts of the country lor what 
promises to be one of tne greatest 
basketball seasons since the begin- 
ning of the game. Especially ii this 
true in respect to the West and 'Mid- 
west. 


In a recent article, Billy Evans, 


noted sport writer, made the state- 
ment that 
basketball, due to the 


large number of fouls called, was 
not ns popular a game ai it might 
be. He backed up his statement by 
citing the caso of Penn winning the 
eastern chaimpionship when it had 
actually 
been 
outseored In four 


games. 


However much thJi mmy be true 


in the East, it is hardly applicable 
here- Tho game is gaining popu- 
larity at a tremendous rate and in 
many cases is rivalling football in 
the amount of interest shown. The 
Big Ten conference proves it. Bas- 
ketball is the major sport at In- 
diana, and larger crowds are in at- 
tendance at the games there than at 
the gridiron contests.

The Message 


'T'HERfi was much in the message of 
-*• President Harding, read yesterday 
at the opening of Congress, that carried 
satisfaction to the liberal elements of 
the country. 


The declaration in favor of the encour- 


agement of the principle of the coopera- 
tive movement in the distribution of farm 
products; the recommendation for an 
amendment to the constitution that 
would do away "with tax exempt bonds; a 
readjustment of freight rates that will 
do away with the big advantage now en- 
Joyed by the big cities; the extension of 
aid to the starving in Russia,—these are 
all recommendations which came as a 
surprise to the forward looking people of 
the country who hold Harding as a leader 
of the ultra-reactionary group. 
x 


Does Harding mean what he says or 


are these progressive recommendations 
In his message simply a gesture with 
which to inaugurate the approach to the 
coming congressional elections? 


Over against these liberal recommen- 


dations were those in which the president 
pays homage to the crowd that made 
him. 


The president Is still solicitous of the 


group that is seeking to hold the swag 
made during the wax and who are trying 
to load the cost of the war on the masses. 
The president indicated that the '50 per 
cent surtax agreed upon in the last ses- 
sion is still too high and that action will 
be taken at this session in an endeavor 
to further reduce the surtax. 


The reference to the setting up of new 


machinery in the settlement of labor dis- 
putes is taken to mean that President 
Harding is in favor of the application of 
the Kansas plan to the nation. 
Labor 


leaders at Washington are especially dis- 
pleased with this part of the message and 
indications are that any attempt on the 
part of the administration to inaugurate 
a plan for the settlement of industrial 
differences through compulsory arbitra- 
tion and federal coercion will be met with 
bitter opposition. 


The president poured sweet music into 


the ears of ths industrial barons of the 
country who want a tariff law that will 
enable them to set prices in this country 
without any competition. The big con- 
tributors to the republican campaign 
cheats in the last campaign will expect to 
cash In through the passage of a satis- 
factory tariff -bill at this session. . 


The president took occasion to adminis- 


ter an indirect rebuke to the agricultural 
bloc In the senate and reiterated his old 
views on "government by class." The 
republicans, evidently, fear that the ag- 
ricultural bloc will continue its successful 
fight against the privileged class at this 
session. The president, having been 
placed in the presidency by the privileged 
class, is opposed to the success and work 
of any other "class." 


The message indicates that there will 


be a bitter struggle at this session. Or- 
ganized wealth failed to get what it want- 
ed in the last session of Congress. Wealth 
always demands the payment of a prom- 
issory note. Harding atnd the republican- 
party are Indebted to the privileged in- 
terests of the country,—and they are go- 
ing to 'try hard to pay the debt. 


Whittlesey's Death 


T 


HE suicide of Col. Charles W. Whit- 
tlesey, leader of the famous "lost 


battalion," should serve as a "shocking 
reminder of how the poison of war leaves 
ita trace in men's souls long after the 
fighting is over," according to John 
Thomas Taylor, chairman of the legisla- 
tive committee of the American Legion 
at Washington. 


.Taylor, who has been in dose touch 


with the situation surrounding sick and 
wounded service men since the armistice, 
declares that thousands of men are in the 
same mental condition as was Col. Whit- 
tlesey, a condition credited with having 
caused his suicide. Whittlesey's end, Mr, 
Taylor says, is a summons to the nation 
"to save its broken defenders before it is 
too late." 


"Nearly 50,000 mildly insane veterans 


have passed through our hospitals since 
the armistice," the Legion official declares 
in a statement. "Despite our efforts, the 
Government has not yet built one good 
hospital for the cave-of these men nor 
established one good rehabilitation center 
for their cure. If a highly educated, well 
provided for veteran like Whittlesey sur- 
renders, what may we not fear for the 
thousands of discouraged, broken-minded 
and often destitute men kicked around 
from pillar to post by their Government?" 


More than one-third of the 30,000 dis- 


abled veterans now receiving treatment 
are mentally disabled, according to Mr. 
Taylor. 
Of these 10,000, almost 7,500 


are scattered through the country in asy- 
lums for the criminal and pauper insane. 


Slowly Waking Up

WHY THIS SEVERITY? 


How many readers, as they see the small 


announcement in the corner of the news- 
papers that a girl propagandist is to be de- 
ported realize what this means? 


Ponzi, who had taken millions of dollars 


from the trusting poor, received five years 
in prison for his calculated villainy. This 
girl, Molly Steimcr, received in 1018, at the 
uge of IS a sentence in a federal court for 
15 years for distributing circulars de- 
nouncing the United States government for 
sending troops to Russia to oppose the so- 
viet government. 


But a Russian girl, of school age, presum- 


ably knowing little of our laws or of the 
dangerous consequences of defying the pre- 
vailing: hysteria, dared to distribute a pro- 
test against the government, written by 
someone else^-a wild and foolish circular, 
no doubt. Today, after a term in prison, 
she is to be deported to the land of star- 
vation as an act of grace. 


Can we afford to let her accusing voico 


leave our shores without a word of sym- 
pathy or help or pardon? Do we care and 
have we any realization of what a travesty 
on justice she may tell to millions who had 
looked to our free land as the world's hope ? 
We count this »n evidence of returning sanity 


in America. 
W« cannot agree that Molly 


Steimer's circular protesting against making 
war upon Russia without the sanction of con- 
gress, was "a wild and foolish circular, no 
doubt," except from the standpoint of individual 
personal safety. Nobody thought that the. pro- 
tost of the mothers of boys in Siberia, which 
came a little later, was "wild and foolish." 
Those who have read Fighting Without a War, 
by Ralph Albcrtson, Y. M. C. A. officer with the 
American troops in northern Russia, do not be- 
lieve that the protests of the soldiers were 
"wi'd and foolish." 
But this point is unimpor- 


tant; it is only a last lingering survival of war 
madness. The important thing is that here is 
evidence that all sense of justice and decency 
is not yet'Jost in America.—Unity.

DUCTIONS IN FREIGHT RATES, WAGES, 


TAXES AND COST OF FUEL, 


SAYS FINANCIER 


T> 
USINESS quite definitely has turned the 


•^ 
corner, but 'prosperity waits on the re- 


storation of the buying power of America'* 
greatest commercial asset—the farmer." 


So said Frank A. Seiberling, founder of Good- 


year and now president of the new $10,000,000 
Seiberling Rubber Company, in a recent inter- 
viaw at Akron, Ohio. 


"The farmer has been readjusted to the bot- 


tom. When other values balance the present 
position of the farmer, then 
. 


America will be on the eve. of 
the greatest wave of sound 
and stable prosperity this or 
any other country has ever 
known," Mr. Seiberling said. 


"This 
country 
probably 


never will see another year 
when we shall sell as few as 
a million automobiles. When 
we reach the point of satur- 
ation, as it is called, renew- 
als will always exceed a mil- 
lion cars n year." 


Expedients temporarily to r' 


relieve the unemployment situation, if they add 
to the taxpayer's burden, Mr. Seiberling asserts, 
will retard, rathei1 than accelerate, a revival of 
business. 


"Liquidate down f> the farmer's level, so that 


he may market his products profitably and be 
in a. position to buy what he needs as cheaply 
as he sells," is Mr. Seiberling's advice to busi- 
ness. 


"America must not wait for stabilization of 


European currency and build on any early sub- 
stantial improvement in our export trade. 
We 


must apply ourselves to working out our own 
situation until everybody is at work at a prop- 
erly balanced rate of wages and all living costs 
and commodity prices adjusted accordingly. 


"Business cannot be stabilized unless all arc 


willing to co-operate in the assumption of losses. 
The big trouble is that we want the other man 
to liquidate while we hold our own. Any man 
who is unwilling to assume his share of the loss 
is an enemy to readjustment." 


Concerns unwilling to liquidate and take their 


full share of the essential loss, Mr. Seiberling 
said, are not deceiving anyone but themselves 
and arc really standing in their own light. 


"The buying public never was so discriminat- 


ing as today," he added. 
"We have learned 


some lessons as a nation from the business de- 
pression of the. last year. We have learned the 
value of money and the true values of commo- 
dities we need." 


"Railroad freight rates, wages, taxes and the 


cost of fuel all must come down and come down 
immediately to start the farmer buying again. 
And it must be borne in mind all the time that 
there is no hope for any improvement in busi- 
ness until tha buying starts with the farmer." 


Mr. Seiberling indicated lower freight rates 


as the starting point—"and we cannot get lower 
freight rates until all railroad labor has teen 
brought into balance with other classes of labor 
that, like the farmer, have been adjusted to the 
bottom," he added. "Some classes of railroad 
labor have been brought into the balance with 
the times, but that is not enough. The read- 
justment must be applied to all railroad labor."

A NEW RULING 


MOSCOW—The Council of People. Commis- 


sars has published a decree annulling tho for- 
mer practice of paying all unemployed or dis- 
abled workers both in money and food. 


By the new decree, oniy those workers in in- 


dustries for three years past will receive -in 
allowance which, for the first-class, will be full' 
minimum pay and, for the second-class, one- 
half of the minimum pay. 


The. government is not making any unem- 


ployment allowance for the thousands of gov- 
ernment employes now .being discharged. 


VILLA IN CONFERENCE 


MEXICO CITY — Francisco Villa, one time 


bandit, has taken the leadership of an Agrarian 
league, in the Laguna cotton district in the state 
of Durango where wide unemployment has given 
rise to some disturbances, according to advices 
received here. 


Villa called a conference of all landowners 


and presided at a meeting in which he urged the 
capitalists of the state to co-operate in an ef- 
fort to relieve the unrest, promising his per- 
sonal support of any measure looking to that 
end.

RGANIZED bcsineso. apparently satisfied for the time being with the 
success of its assaults against the workers, in niw planning a campaijoi 
against the formers.. The first point of attack is the "agricultural 


bloc" in Congress. This is made plain in an announcement by the Committee 
of American Businessmen, of which J. Plerpont Morgan, international bank- 
er, is president. 


The committee. It reports, has received a larffe number of letters from 


business men all over the country i>rotestin3 against the tax and tariff 
procrams of Congress. The general tenor of the letters is that the domi- 
nation of Congress by the so-caJIcd "farmer proup:> means that business 
must pivc up any hope of relief from Tv.ir taxes. 


Elg business is determined to keep the profits secured during the war and 


Nince, and Is not satisfied -with the Rcnerous treatment already receivetl 
from Congress. 
It wants the surtaxes on large incomes repealed alonjj 


with excess profit taxes, and the entire burden of government transferred 
to the people. 


A tax on food, clothing and shelter, which the people will pay according 


to their needs and not according: to their ability, is ndvofnted by the Morgan 
organization as the proper substitute for taxes against profiteers. 


"There Is a widespread sentiment among business men." says a statement 


from Morgan's committee, "that the farmers have forced themselves into an 
organization whose purpose is to drive affainst ba-ilness in general, with 
especial attention to large enterprise. Letters received by this committee 
Indicate that business is'prepared to organize against the farmers." 


A typical letter, written by H. M. Jewett, president of the Paige-Detroit 


Motor Car Co., of Detroit, is quoted as expressing the general sentiment of 
business men. 


"The farmers," declares Jewett, "are standing In their own light, became 


without success in manufacturing the farmers will starve." 


If. this threat does not stay the hand of farmers, the Morgan committee 


will find other way* of dealing with them. 


It is mildly intimated that many of the farmer's difficulties can be traced 


to his opposition to bl«r buslnesn, and thai he may exr.ect them to Increase 
unless he decides to keep handg off "a taxing program" demanded by wealth 
and supported by the Old .Guard In Congress.
